GOOD HOUSEKEEPING 


HE serious business of plant housekeeping is 
being tied up with the spirit of friendly com- 
petition these days, and everybody is winning. 

Scene of this housekeeping achievement is 
International Harvester’s Farmall Works in Rock 
Island, Illinois. The plant, which employs about 
3,500, manufactures Harvester’s line of large farm 
tractors. 

Long a bugaboo of heavy machining plants, 
housekeeping has been turned into a popular 
game at the Farmall Works. The competitive pro- 
gram, which has taken hold exceptionally well, 
was devised by a committee to give housekeeping 
a shot in the arm. 

It has done all that and more. 

The program was introduced in February, 
1954, in a single division. Now it encompasses 54 
departments in nine divisions. Participation has 
developed on a request basis. 


JANUARY, 1955 


From all indications, only the surface has 
been scratched as far as results are concerned. 
Consistent improvement in housekeeping is being 
shown each month. Employees and supervisors 
alike are displaying growing interest. 

But the big bonus of the good housekeeping 
program is the improvement in the plant safety 
record. Farmall has boosted an already good 
safety mark until it shows a 72.7% improvement 
over its previous five-year average. 

Also, since the inauguration of the program, 
shop clean-up costs have shown a decided de- 
cline. Farmall’s mechanical engineering depart- 
ment can cite cases of improved operation of 
equipment, resulting in better quality work. 

Evaluation of the housekeeping in the various 
divisions and departments is based on a monthly

SELL YOUR SAFETY PROGRAM 


DEAS put forward by fellow workers gener- 
Lauy go over a lot better than ideas put forward 
by supervisors or management. Why? Because 
production men figure that those who work right 
alongside them know their problems and have 
better appreciation of how to solve them than 
the desk men who deal with statistics and theor- 
ies. They may be wrong about it, but still they 
often think that way. 

Cadillac Motor Car Division’s Pat White furn- 
ishes a concrete illustration of all these general- 
ities. Perhaps you haven’t a Pat White in your 
own plant, but there’s nothing to keep you from 
adapting his ideas—and Cadillac’s ideas—to your 
own purposes. 
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Before talking about White, however, it’s 
worth-while to mention one of the basic facts of 
life for safety directors and personnel managers: 
putting across a safety program is a matter of 
communications, a matter of selling the notion of 
safe methods to everyone from the president or 
board chairman right down to the cleaning 
women. 

Some old-time philosopher once said that 
“your judgment is only as good as your know- 
ledge.” In safety work, that is only partly right. 

You can teach workers how to use equipment 
designed to protect them. You can issue all kinds 
of safety literature. You can put up bulletin

OCCUPATIONAL HAZARDS 
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Safety Rides the Coattails of 
A HOUSEKEEPING CONTEST 


AFETY contests as a rule have only one goal 

in mind, but the contest developed by Sam 
Ingrasci, safety director of Olin Mathieson 
Chemical Corporation, doesn’t stop where so 
many do. 

Faced with the common problem of worker’s 
apathy towards housekeeping, Sam decided that 
a contest designed to reach the individual might 
arouse enough interest to make the effort pay. 

At the same time, Sam was looking for a way 
to keep the number of lost-time accidents down 
to equal the record which won for Olin Mathie- 
son the 1953 Award of Honor for operating 1,575,- 
000 man-hours without a lost-time accident. He 
had been using all the standard safety slogans 
and posters; but he felt that because of repetition, 
the standard methods might be losing their 
punch. 


Sam reasoned that there was nothing to stop 
him from staging a combined contest. He saw 
that the same kind of individualized contest 
which he had planned to use only in respect to 
housekeeping would be just the ticket for the 
expanded contest. 

Sam decided that the contest would have to 
run for an extended length of time to get his 
employees into the habit of keeping the plant 
neat and clean while staying constantly alert for 
accident prevention. Consequently, the contest 
is running to coincide with the 30th Annual New 
York State-Wide Contest which runs from Janu- 
ary 2 through April 2, or a period of 12 weeks. 

To make his contest appeal to each employee, 
Sam decided to award individual prizes to work-

Facts about the use of 


NEUTRAL Chemical Cleaners 


“UsE A GOOD neutral chemical cleaner,” advises 
the Asphalt Tile Institute. “Never use soap on 
your rubber tiling,’ say rubber companies. “Do 
not use a cleaner containing trisodium phos- 
phate,” warns the National Terrazzo and Mosaic 
Association. 

Those ideas are easy enough to understand; 
but they’re more than a mite confusing to the 
plant superintendents, sanitary engineers, and 
other housekeeping authorities who must choose 
the products used for over-all cleaning. 


Wide Choice of Cleaners 


There are more than 300 different chemical 
compounds on the market right now that can be 
called “synthetic detergents.” There are thou- 
sands of powdered cleaners; cake, flake, and 
liquid soaps; and synthetic soaps. 

Some of these cleaning agents are acid; some 
are strong alkalis that contain some soap; others 
are powerful fast-wetting agents. Some depend 
on abrasive action for their cleaning ability. 
Others use alkali “builders” such as caustic soda, 
trisodium phosphate, soda ash, or soda metasil- 
icate. Some penetrate into the pinholes of floor- 
ing; others clean by emulsifying fats. 

Choose among this amazing variety of clean- 
ers? It may seem almost like an “eeny-meeny- 
miny-mo” proposition. 

It isn’t. All these cleaning agents have ad- 
vantages; all of them have some faults. In this 
respect, at least, the cleaning agents are like the 
human beings who use them. 
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The advice of the rubber companies and the 
two associations mentioned at the beginning is 
based on well-defined facts: 

e A neutral chemical cleaner can be used 
with safety on any washable surface. It contains 
nothing injurious to flooring. It is effective in 
hard or soft, hot or cold water. 

e A neutral chemical cleaner has both gentle 
and thorough cleaning ability. Most cleaning 
products depend on one or two cleaning processes 
for success. Any good quality neutral chemical 
cleaner provides 100% cleansing action by com- 
bining six different processes: 

1. Wetting action. The cleaner lowers the 
surface tension of the water by breaking the

lines of attracting forces, so increasing the ability 
of the water to contact all surfaces of the floor. 

2. Penetrating action. The cleaner enters into 
porous materials through cracks, pinholes, or 
small channels, for thorough cleaning; it does not 
remove natural oils or resins. 

3. Sudsing action. The cleaner contains mole- 
cules that form suds. These spread out and draw 
into themselves the particles of dirt they en- 
counter. 

4. Suspending action. The cleaner holds insol- 
uble particles of dirt and prevents the settling of 
solids which might form deposits. This makes it 
easy to remove the particles from the floor. 

5. Emulsifying action. Fats and oils are 
broken up into very small particles which are 
uniformly mixed with the cleaning solution. In 
a stable emulsion, the oil particles are held apart 
and kept suspended uniformly for long periods 
of time. Thus, the neutral chemical cleaner re- 
quires only gentle agitation instead of hard 
scrubbing to do an effective job. 

6. Dissolving action. The cleaner produces a 
soluble material from water-insoluble soils of 
various kinds, thereby reducing clean-up time by 
half. 


Make These Tests Yourself 

Is ali that a little too technical? Well, here 
are three simple experiments that can be used to 
show the cleaning ability of any neutral chemical 
cleaner. You can try them yourself. 

e Put a steel sewing needle on the surface of 
a glass of water. According to the laws of phy- 
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sics, the needle should sink, since it is heavier 
than the water. Actually, it floats, because the 
water has a high surface tension that holds the 
liquid together and prevents it from breaking 
apart or spreading over a surface. 

Now add a few drops of the cleaner to the 
water. The needle sinks. Why? Because the 
cleaner has cut the surface tension of the water, 
breaking the film that holds up the needle. 

It is this action of a neutral chemical cleaner 
on water that produces such an excellent clean- 
ing solution, with wetting, spreading, dissolving, 
penetrating, and suspending properties. 

e Only if the cleaning solution comes in con- 
tact with the whole flooring surface can the pene- 
trating, wetting, and dissolving actions have full 
effect. 

To illustrate this fact, take a piece of lamb’s 
wool about an inch in diameter and attach a 
small weight to it with a piece of thread. Put the 
lamb’s wool and the weight in a glass of water. 
They will float. The water hasn’t enough pene- 
trating and wetting power to moisten the lamb’s 
wool and make it sink. 

Add a few drops of a neutral chemical cleaner 
to the water. The lamb’s wool will sink. The 
cleaner has increased the wetting and penetrat- 
ing properties of the water. 

e Oil and water don’t mix. When a neutral 
chemical cleaner is added to the combination, 
however, the oil is suspended in tiny droplets 
that are surrounded by the cleaning solution. 
This action is called “emulsification.”

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HOW TO LIFT 
THIS RULE 


You know how it is. The man who smokes can’t 
get along comfortably very long without tobacco. 
Most men smoke. Therefore, since a lot of plants 
have a strict “no smoking” rule, their employees 
waste a good deal of tme sneaking off to wash- 
rooms for not-too-hasty cigarettes. Or their em- 
ployees do something worse, and smoke in the 
no-smoking areas, whenever they think nobody 
is looking. 

Consolidated Vultee Aircraft Corporation 
(“Convair” to almost everybody) in San Diego 
faced that problem. 

The Convair plant represents an investment of 
many millions. Gasoline and oil and grease are 
used liberally and constantly. Upholstery de- 
partments use inflammable materials. 

In addition, the Convair plant means a great 
deal to national security. It produces fighting 
aircraft of many different types. 

For all these reasons, an ironclad “no smoking” 
rule had been standard practice with Convair for 
a long time. Management knew that a major fire 
simply could not be permitted. The only way to 
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keep it from occurring was to be extra careful. 

Last March, however, the standing rule was 
lifted. The way it was done—and the reason for 
doing it—may help men in other plants who are 
responsible for safety, housekeeping, plant pro- 
tection. 

Five preliminary steps were taken: 

e Top management met in a series of confer- 
ences to determine exactly what program could 
be followed. 

e Supervisors got a thorough briefing in the 
regulations resulting from these conferences. En- 
forcement and disciplinary policies were dis- 
cussed. 

e A “fire prevention week” was staged. Guards 
were given extra instruction in handling fire ex- 
tinguishers. Displays went up at gates and on 
bulletin boards emphasizing fire hazards. Com- 
pany firemen gave refresher courses to all de- 
partments in how to report fires, how to use ex- 
tinguishers; these courses were accompanied by 
demonstrations of the best fire-fighting methods.

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Getting The Most From 


WASHROOM SOAPS 


So, LIKE A LOT OF OTHER PEOPLE, you use soap. And 
you want plant and office employees to use it 
efficiently, too. 

Basically, your problem has two faces: (1) 
you have to provide sufficient quality in the soap 
you buy to keep employees clean; (2) you have— 
especially in these days of watching budgets 
closely—to keep your departmental expenses 
down. 

Quite likely, you use powdered hand soap in 
both plant and office washrooms. Most compan- 
ies do. This review of what to seek in the way of 
the most efficient, economical soap for your par- 
ticular needs may help you put smiles on both 
the faces of your soap problem. 

First-off—how to save money: 

e Ask yourself, “How many washes can be 
successfully made with a pound of this powdered 
hand soap?” 

e Ask, “How conveniently is it packaged?” 

These three questions are important. Pow- 
dered soap usually is sold, of course, at a lower 
cost per pound as the size of its container in- 


creases. A barrel costs less on the pound basis 
than a paper package. 

You may well find, however, that buying by 
the barrel cost you more money in the long run. 
Your maintenance people drag around the barrel 
on a hand truck; they spend hours of time taking 
the powder out of the barrel and putting it into 
the rest room containers. In a lot of plants, that 
extra labor cost runs higher than the slight extra 
cost of soap bought in five-pound packages. 

How many washes can be obtained from a 
pound of a given hand soap can’t be answered 
too accurately. Workers do waste soap; some 
waste more than others. But it is possible to 
make a pretty close guess as to the effficiency of 
the product. 

What goes into the soap is vital. Powdered 
hand soaps vary in actual soap content from 10% 
to 40% of over-all content. The rest is abrasive, 
lanolin, filler. That is, one powdered product 
may have only 10% real soap in it; another that 
looks exactly the same may have 40% soap.

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A New Insurance Policy Cuts 


The Red Tape Of 
Compensation 


F you’ve taken the time recently to examine 

your company’s workmen’s compensation in- 
surance policy, you’ve probably found enough 
special endorsements attached to the document 
to equal the pages in your daily paper. 

That won’t be true in the future. No, sir! In- 
stead, your policy probably won’t have any en- 
dorsements at all—or, if it does have endorse- 
ments, they’ll be mighty few in number. 

Effective October 1, 1954, a whole new work- 
men’s compensation insurance policy went into 
use throughout the United States, wherever 
private carriers are authorized to write such in- 
surance. There’s one exception to the rule: 
Arizona. 


Policy Developed 
To Eliminate Endorsements 


The new policy is the product of the Forms 
Committee, working under the Manual and Rates 
Committees of the National Council on Compen- 
sation Insurance. The Forms Committee, of 
course, cooperated closely with representatives of 
the various insurance bureaus, with the carriers 
themselves, and with state insurance commis- 
sions. 

Why was a new policy necessary? 

The matter of endorsements, already men- 
tioned, was a prime reason. Those miscellaneous 
additions to the basic policy were not only hard 
for people to understand, but were difficult to 
complete in insurance company offices. Simpli- 
fying the policy eliminates the need for most of 


\ 


fs 
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them. In addition, the policy revision brings to- 
gether the changes that have taken place in work- 
men’s compensation insurance since the original 
Standard Workmen’s Compensation and Employ- 
ers’ Liability Policy was adopted back in 1916. 
The new policy actually is the only major revision 
of that old one that ever has occurred. 


Policy Terms 
Are Simplified 

See how plain the language of the new policy 
form is: 

“To pay promptly when due all compensation 
and other benefits required of the insured by the 
workmen’s compensation law.” 

The policy goes on to declare that “the work- 
men’s compensation law” is interpreted to include 
any occupational disease law which prevails in 
the state where the insurance is to apply. 

In the past, an endorsement attached to the 
basic policy was necessary if insurance coverage 
was to reach out to “occupational disease.” Now, 
the new policy doesn’t need endorsing; it just 
says that the liability of the insured for any bod- 
ily injury by “disease” is included in the pro- 
tection. 

Before October 1, a workmen’s compensation 
policy had to have attached to it a separate en- 
dorsement for every state in which it was to be 
effective. The endorsement cited the individual

ers in the departments which 
produced the best housekeep- 
ing and safety record through 
the 12 weeks. This way, every 
employee can help his depart- 
ment to win a prize as well as 
help himself to the cash 
awarded for that prize. 

Sam established a point scor- 
ing system which includes both 
points for the quality of house- 
keeping and points for the safe- 
ty record of each of Olin Math- 
ieson’s 30 departments. Ten 
points are automatically award- 
ed to a department for each 
week in which it has no lost- 
time accidents. Conversely, 10 
points are deducted from the 
department’s score if a_lost- 
time accident occurs during the 
week. 

Arbitrary numbers are as- 
signed to fit the over-all condi- 
tion of the department for 
judging the quality of each de- 
partment’s housekeeping effort. 
The departments are awarded 
points for the quality of their 
housekeeping as follows: Top- 
Notch, between 17 and 20; Tidy, 
between 14 and 16; Clean, be- 
tween 11 and 13; Passable, be- 
tween 6 and 10; and Unsatis- 
factory. 


Foremen Make Weekly 
Plant Inspections; Then .. . 


At the close of the contest 
prizes will be awarded to the 
workers in the 10 departments 
which have the highest total 
point score. A perfect score 
will equal 360 points: 12 no-lost- 
time-accident weeks equal 120 
points and a Top Notch score 
of 20 points for each of the 12 
weeks equals 240 points. 

To qualify for first prize, a 
department must have a total 
score within 10 points of per- 
fect, or between 360 and 351 
points. Second prizes will be 
awarded the workers in the de- 
partment whose total score is 
between 350 and 341 points, and 
so forth until the 10th prize is 
given workers in the depart- 
ment with a total score of be- 
tween 270 and 261 points. 
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The individual departments 
have their own scores posted in 
the department areas each 
week, and inter - department 
comparison boards are placed 
at vantage points throughout 
the plant. This method pro- 
duces a friendly rivalry be- 
tween the departments and 
since every worker stands a 
chance of winning a cash award 
by keeping his department 
clean, individual interest is 
maintained. 

By showing management how 
his contest could both improve 
the generai condition of the 
plant and help eliminate acci- 
dents (and by doing so reduce 
compensation and other costs) 
Sam was given the go-ahead 
signal on his contest although 
the initial cost is somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $1600, 
based on $10 as the amount to 
be awarded to workers in the 
best department. e e

A product with a low soap 
content doesn’t form suds 
readily. The average office or 
shop worker generally judges 
when he has enough soap by 
the amount of suds on his 
hands. Consequently, he uses 
a great deal more of the low- 
soap-content product than he 
does of the high-soap-content 
product. That sends up your 
costs. In addition, the lower 
soap content isn’t likely to do a 
thorough cleaning job. 


Type of Abrasive 
Important Factor 

Powdered hand soap uses an 
abrasive. These are of two 
kinds: soluble and non-soluble. 
The first type includes borax, 
bicarbonate of soda, and poly- 
phosphates. These, because of 
their fineness, are especially 
adaptable to rest rooms for of- 
fice help. 

The non-soluble abrasives in- 
clude at least five different 
substances. All of them are in 
general use, and all have dif- 
ferent qualities. 

The type of abrasive used in 


the hand soap you buy for your 
own plant should in large part 
be determined by two factors: 

e What kind of dirt is in- 
volved in hand-washing opera- 
tions—very heavy soil, grease, 
printers’ ink, carbon black, or 
the normal smudge of clerical 
work? 

e The abrasive, whatever it 
is, Should not be so rough as to 
make the skin sore. If your 
workers do get roughened 
hands, those hands are fertile 
fields for dermatitis—and for 
compensation claims. 


Tallow Essential 

Tallow still is the chief in- 
gredient in soap. Experience 
and research alike have shown 
that it works best in combina- 
tion with vegetable oils. 

The tallow itself gets at the 
dirt and grease; heavy-duty 
powdered hand soaps, conse- 
quently, should have a good 
proportion of tallow in their 
make-up. Corn oil and soybean 
oil are bland for the skin; coco- 
nut oil foams a good deal, car- 
ries away the dirt loosened by 
the tallow. Shop soaps need a 
high content of soybean oil; 
soaps for use by office workers, 
on the other hand, need a large 
amount of coconut oil. 

Finally, the germicides that 
in recent years have gone into 
many hand soaps deserve care- 
ful thought. Soaps that contain 
them usually are a little more 
expensive than soaps that don’t. 
These germicides, however, 
which have both a cleansing 
and a sanitizing effect as they 
are used in soap, accumulate 
their benefits; repeated wash- 
ing with germicide-type soap 
helps build up in the worker 
resistance to bacterial infec- 
tion. 

In general, it may be said 
that bulky powdered soaps — 
soaps with big particles and a 
reasonably high abrasive qual- 
ity—are most effective and on 
the average least expensive for 
shop wash rooms. These soaps 
should have a high soap con- 
tent. They may cost you more 
at the start, but over the long 
haul they’ll save you money.

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STOP FEEDING FIRES! 


ONE OF THE VERY FINEST, guaranteed-to-succeed 
methods of preventing a plant fire is to have a 
really good housekeeping program. 

Sounds simple, doesn’t it? The trouble is that, 
like a lot of other simple ideas, it’s pretty hard to 
get the program started and to keep plant people 
enthusiastic enough to maintain it. 

It pays, just the same. It pays at least three 
ways that hit the company bank account and 
profit statement hard: 

e Preventing a fire holds up production, holds 
down costs. 

eGood housekeeping cuts insurance premium 
costs. 

e While fires are prevented, accidents are 
prevented, too—and with them, compensation 
claims. 

All this is basic. Everybody connected with 
safety knows it. But what isn’t quite so widely 
known—or at least isn’t given proper attention— 
is the fact that poor housekeeping can, carried to 
the ultimate, result in loss of fire insurance al- 
together. 
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The fire inspectors who go through your plant 
have been taught to look for definite hazards. 
Your fire insurance premiums—indeed, your 
right to fire insurance on any terms—are set 
largely by what the inspectors learn about the 
way you keep house. 


What Inspectors Look For 

For example: 

e Keep enough ash trays and other recepta- 
cles on hand to receive your workers’ butts and 
ashes. Fire inspectors are told that most fires are 
caused by cigarettes, matches, and other smok- 
ing materials. They’re instructed to see that you 
have enough receptacles that are really safe— 
sturdy, not easily overturned, small enough that 
they won’t become general waste paper baskets 
—and that the receptacles are emptied often. 

Along with this should go mention of another 
thing the inspectors want to know: have you 
established a no-smoking rule where it isn’t nec- 
essary? If you have, they argue, your workers 
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will be apt to sneak off for smokes when nobody 
is looking—and the fire danger will be worse 
than it would be if the rule didn’t exist. 

e Ash cans and other waste receptacles—be- 
sides those for smoking debris—should be cap- 
able of containing a fire within themselves. If 
your waste is piled high in some open-top, oily 
can that looks beaten by the strain of industrial 
life, the fire inspectors will not regard you 
kindly. 


Where’s Your Rubbish? 

Specifically, the inspectors will be concerned 
with these points: 

(1) Are wooden boxes ever used, even tem- 
porarily, for rubbish or ashes? Note that “rub- 
bish” especially—a good many plants do violate 
this particular fire-prevention principle. 

(2) Are ashes stacked in combustible areas? 

(3) Is waste paper in excess of what can be 
held in metal receptacles, stored in a tight room, 
protected with sprinklers, and walled with a fire- 
resistant material? 
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e Packing materials, including sawdust, must 
be stored in non-combustible bins, or in bins 
lined with metal. Furthermore, not more than 
two or three bales of such a material as excelsior 
may be stored in any single bin if the inspectors 
are to approve your housekeeping. Upholstery 
materials, clean wiping rags, and cotton waste 
are to be handled the same way. 

e This is what hits hard at the average, run- 
of-the-mill plant without a good housekeeping 
program: old furniture and paper, old records, 
old filing cabinets, are not to be stored in odd 
corners or gathered helter-skelter in the plant 
basement. It’s a rule that’s known universally— 
and it’s very widely violated, as the fire inspec- 
tors’ reports indicate. 

e Fire inspectors want to know what kind of 
cleaning materials you use. If you have inflam- 
mable or explosive cleaning mixtures scattered 
here and there, or if you apply dangerous oils or 
waxes to your floors, the inspectors will silently 
(perhaps) turn thumbs down on your house- 
keeping arrangements. There are safe products; 
the inspectors anticipate you will use them if you 
want premium rates to drop. 

e Outside your plant, the inspectors will find 
out whether or not your grass (if any) is mowed.

Lynching spells safety .. . 
Labeled “Unsafe Practice,” this dummy 
was hanged in the yard of Forrest 
Weaver, Akron, Ohio, employee of 
B. F. Goodrich Company, when two 
departments held a dramatic safety 


meeting for workers and their families. 


The criminal was Unsafe Practice, and lynching 
was quite in order. Forrest Weaver is general 
foreman of the compounding, mixing, and calen- 
dering department of the Goodrich Akron tire 
plant. He let his yard be used for a public 
execution. 

All processing foremen and their families got to- 
gether for the first time since they had joined 
the Akron plant. The foremen paid expenses out 
of their own pockets and out of an assessment 
fund taken up to meet the costs of minor injuries. 
Recreation Manager C. A. Mears, a special guest, 
told the wives who were present that they play 
a vital part in maintaining a safe and efficient 
operation. “A happy home life contributes a 


great deal to a foreman’s everyday work,” he 
added. 


According to W. M. Allison, safety director 
of the British Columbia Lumber Manufacturers 
Association, the personal touch touched Oriental 
employees of West Coast wood-working plants 
rather hard a few years back. 

Some of the men were on jobs where hard 
hats were definitely required. One plant issued 
standard white hats—and the Orientals often 
went without them. 

Finally, one worker explained to the safety 
director the reason: white is a sign of mourning 
for Orientals. Since they were either fatalistic 
or superstitious or both, they refused to wear 
white hats.

Rhode Island Boosts 
Compensstion Premiums 


EFFECTIVE DECEMBER 1, 1954, an increase of 6.9% 
in workmen’s compensation rates paid by Rhode 
Island employers was announced by State Insur- 
ance Commissioner George A. Bisson. 


The increase is expected to raise total com- 
pensation premium costs in the state by about 
$596,000 annually. It results from higher bene- 
fits provided, beginning November 1, by action 
of the 1954 state legislature. 


The new law jumped maximum benefits for 
permanent partial disability 22%. Maximum 
compensation for survivors of workers killed in 
industrial accidents was raised on these terms: 


e Payment of an extra $2.00 weekly for each 
child over three in number, when there is no 
widow. 


e Weekly payments of $18.00 to $22.00 to de- 
pendent survivors. 


Rhode Island last raised workmen’s compen- 
sation premium rates effective January 1, 1953, 
when the rates were increased 18%. Then, total 


premium costs to state employers were about 
$9,000,000. 


The new increase will apply to all workmen’s 
compensation policies except for those classifica- 
tions which provide an important portion of pro- 
tection under the terms of the federal Long- 
shoremen’s and Harbor Workers’ Compensation 
Act. For these classifications, the rate revisions 
range from no increase to a 5.6% jump. 


Kentucky Accidents Drop 


A RECENT REPORT from the Kentucky Commis- 
sioner of Industrial Relations points to a marked 
decrease in industrial accidents in his state dur- 
ing the last fiscal year. 


The drop was from 13,534 to 11,864. The board 
approved 4,976 agreements for workmen’s com- 
pensation claims during the year, for total bene- 
fits of $2,679,320. The previous year’s total was 
$3,051,798 in 5,769 cases. 


During the year the board handed down 251 
opinions in contested claims. Of these, awards 
were made in 183 cases and denied in 68, with 
benefits paid totaling $470,466. In the preceding 
year there were 285 opinions in contested cases, 
with 206 awards for a total of $637,250.

Went in Too Deep for Comfort 


CONGDON, A TELEVISION REPAIRMAN, thought that 
servicing television sets and swimming mixed— 
and sought compensation when injured in the 
boss’ pool. 

Congdon’s employer, the Klett Company, was 
in the business of selling and servicing electrical 
appliances at Delmar, New York. The business 
was conducted and operated by Henry Klett and 
his wife in a two-story building consisting of a 
store, workshop, and display room on the first 
floor, and living quarters for the Kletts on the 
second floor. 

e About thirty feet behind the building the 
Kletts maintained a swimming pool where the 
accident occurred. The pool was fenced off from 
the public and was built by Klett for his personal 
use and pleasure. Klett said he permitted the 
claimant and another employee to use the pool 
during their lunch hour and after working hours. 

e Klett did not take emergency calls; so Cong- 
don was finished each day by 5:00 p.m. Congdon 
agreed that he was permitted to swim after 
working hours, but said that on a few occasions 
he had permission to use the pool during work- 
ing hours. 

e On the afternoon he was injured, Congdon 
had been out on a call. He returned about 3:30. 
He had eaten lunch. At that time Mrs. Klett told 
Congdon she was going to take a swim, and, in 
her conversation, stated, “When I come out, you 
can go in.” When she returned from the pool, 
Mrs. Klett said, “You can go in now.” Congdon 
did. 

While he was diving, he sustained accidental 
injuries: a compressed fracture of the anterior 
border of the fifth dorsal vertebra. Both Cong- 
don and his employer agreed that the accident 
occurred after working hours—about 5:30. 

Congdon testified that Mr. Klett used to tell 
him to “go in and have a swim before you go out 
on service.” From this Congdon argued that his 
employer urged him to go swimming so that he 
would better be able to perform his duties for 
the mutual benefit of the employer and himself. 

e The court could not go along with Cong- 
don’s contention. First, it said, the accident did 
occur after working hours. Besides, Congdon 
was not compelled or required to use the pool, 
nor did the employer derive any direct benefit 
from Congdon’s activities in the pool. Conclud- 
ing the opinion, the court generalized that the 
personal activities of employees unrelated to the 
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work for which they are hired are not encom- 
passed by the workmen’s compensation law. 
Claim disallowed. 
Congdon v. Klett: Court of Appeals of New 
York, June 4, 1954. (120 N.E.2d 796) 


Court Asked to Decide What Caused 
Killing Heart Condition 


IT IS AGREED THAT John Perry’s death was caused 
by a heart condition. But what caused the heart 
condition? That was the question the Texas court 
was called upon to answer. 

Perry was employed as a member of the road 
maintenance crew of Colorado County. His duties 
involved the building and repairing of fences and 
the operation of a tractor. 

e Shortly after his death, Perry’s body was 
found by another employee. He was about one 
mile from the tractor which he had been driving. 
The tractor was in a ditch at the side of the road, 
and Perry had apparently walked to the place 
where he was found dead. There was no evidence 
of a struggle; no sweat or perspiration on his 
face or clothing. The temperature that day was 
about 80 degrees. 

e Two medical witnesses testfied that in all 
probability, Perry died of coronary occlusion. 

Other than the man who found Perry’s body, 
there were no witresses. No one saw the tractor 
become mired or Perry die. 

e In order to find that Perry died of accidental 
injury arising from his employment, said the 
court certain things would have to be assumed: 
that he became exasperated or angry as the re- 
sult of his tractor becoming mired; that he made 
strenuous efforts and exerted himself in endeav- 
oring to remove the tractor; or that he was in a 
hurry and walking from the tractor to the point 
where he died was unusual activity for Perry. 
Since there were no witnesses to any of these 
occurrences, none of them could be presumed. 

The evidence was insufficient to rule that 
Perry died as the result of accidental injury. 
Without such evidence, ruled the court it must 
be decided that his death came from natural 
causes. 

Claim disallowed. 

General Accident, Fire and Life Assurance Cor- 
poration, Ltd. v. Perry: Texas Court of Civil 
Appeals, February 4, 1954. (264 S.W. 2d 198)

EDWARD H. GEHRING was an am- 
bitious man. He worked for at 
least three employers. When 
he was killed in an airplane 
crash, his wife sought compen- 
sation from all three. 

e Mrs. Gehring’s Rhode Is- 


land action was against two 
lace companies, each of whom 
employed her late husband on 
a salary-and-bonus arrange- 
ment. Gehring was killed in a 
plane crash while returning 
from Europe. 

e The two Rhode Island com- 
panies contended that Gehring 
was not in the course of his em- 
ployment at the time of the ac- 
cident, that he was not proper- 
ly an employee of both com- 
panies, and that since recovery 
had already been made against

still another employer in an- 
other state, the claimant was 
not entitled to compensation in 
Rhode Island. 

e None of these contentions 
was correct, said the court. The 
testimony of the executive of 
one company to the effect that 
Gehring was in Europe to ob- 
tain lace and patterns for both 
companies indicated that he 
was in the course of his em- 
ployment at the time of the 
crash. 

Gehring was paid separately 
by each of the two Rhode Is- 
land lace companies, and his 
employment at each was sub- 
ject to termination at the dis- 
cretion of the employer. Thus 
he was an employee of each 
firm and subject to the work- 
men’s compensation law. 

The law in Rhode Island 
states that “benefits derived 
from any other source than the 
employer (shall not) be con- 
sidered in fixing the compensa- 
tion.” Therefore, although Mrs. 
Gehring recovered from an- 
other employer in another 
state, it did not affect the 
Rhode Island actions. 

Claim allowed.

e Durlacher was employed 
as a stock clerk and packer in 
an A. & P. super-market. While 
at home one night, he was 
stricken with this unusual par- 
alytic disease, which has since 
disabled him. 

The medical testimony was 
undisputed that some contact 
with the dried urine of mice is 
the only way the disease can 
be contracted. 

e In his claim for compen- 
sation, Durlacher alleged that

e In its finding, the court 
said there was no substantial 
evidence to show a causal con- 
nection with the disease and 
the employment.

Going To Work 
Isn‘t Road To Compensation 


THE SUPREME Court of South 
Carolina recently decided a 
case relating to the status of a 
business executive who was in- 
jured on his way to work, after 
having done some of the “paper 
work” at home the previous 
evening. 

e Sylvan was a co-founder 
and president of Sylvan Bros., 
Inc., outstanding retail jewel- 
ers in Columbia, South Caro- 
lina. He was 77 years old at 
the time of the accident. 
He lived at The Jefferson, 
Columbia’s leading hotel, and 
was on his way from the hotel 
to the store, as was his custom, 
a little after 8:00 a.m., when he 
slipped on the icy pavement of 
Main Street and fell at a point 
about two blocks from the 
store. Sylvan broke his hip and 
sought compensation. 

e Said Sylvan: He regularly 
took paper work home each 
evening, and therefore his in- 
jury occurred in the course of 
the employment. He claimed 
the work had to be done, and 
sales and other interruptions 
during the day “prevented the 
concentration necessary for the 
proper performance of the 
work” which he did in his room.

Which Caused Pain; 

Injury or Miscarriage? 

THE QUESTION in Mrs. Henry 
Hollifield’s case was whether it 
was the injury on the job or a 
miscarriage which caused the 
pains for which she sought 
compensation. 

The injury, she contended, 
came about when six bundles 
of bedspreads fell from above 
and landed upon one other 
bundle she was holding. A back 
injury resulted. 

e Various physicians exam- 
ined Mrs. Hollifield and none 
found a herniated disc or any 
trouble which ordinarily could 
be found by X-rays or myelo- 
gram. Mrs. Hollifield had a 
miscarriage immediately after 
the accident and testified that 
she had had several before. 

The employer contended that 
Mrs. Hollifield’s troubles were 
caused by the miscarriage. 

e But since the ill effects of 
the miscarriage had cleared up 
and there was sound medical 
testimony that the type of back 
pain complained of could not 
have been caused by a miscar- 
riage, the court did not agree. 

The evidence, ruled the court, 
excluded every cause of injury 
except the strain caused by the 
bundle of spreads. 

Claim allowed. 

Hollifield v. Croft Chenille 
Company: Court of Appeals 
of Georgia, July 27, 1954. 
(83 S.E.2d 584)

Whisman on the edge of his 
hard hat knocking him clear. 
He suffered a concussion and 
lost five days’ work as a result 
of the accident but the hard hat 
saved his life. 


Larry Gregg, Consumers Pow- 
er Co., Morley, Mich., was 
working in the spill section re- 
moving guide timbers. A 5-lb. 
piece of concrete with sharp, 
jagged edges fell about 8 feet 
and struck the very top of 
Gregg’s hard hat. He received 
no injury and lost no time. 


Chester P. Norton, Columbia 
River Constructors, Bridgeport, 
Wash., was struck on the back 
of his hard hat by a piece of 4’ 
x 6’, 18 feet long, which fell 60 
feet. Norton received a frac- 
tured skull and lost 42 days 
from work. The hard hat he 
was wearing at the time prob- 
ably saved him from death. 





Clinton V. Stevens, National 
Steel & Shipbuilding Corp., San 
Diego, Calif., was stunned by 
the blow of a hammer which 
had been catapulted 10 feet by 
being struck by a steel beam. 
The hammer knocked Clinton’s 
hard hat about 15 feet, but 
saved him from anything more 
serious than a slight headache. 
No lost time, either. 


Ralph E. Lee, Basic Refractor- 
ies, Inc., Maple Grove, Ohio, 
was discussing work progress 
with the foreman when a con- 
duit fell about 25 feet, striking 
the hard hat Lee was wearing. 
He was uninjured and lost no 
time from his job. 


Kenneth Whisman, Calaveras 
Cement Co., San Andreas, Calif., 
was working in a quarry. While 
he was attempting to raise a 
drill bumper, weighing about 
500 lbs., with a sand line drive 
churn drill, the bumper struck

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Injury 

Last RITES of the Catholic 
Church were administered to 
Peter Higgins by the Reverend 
Walter O’Brien of St. John the 
Baptist Church in New York 
City just before Higgins was 
rushed to St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

Higgins, a brakeman, slipped 
from the car he was riding and 
was wedged tightly between a 
concrete platform and the car 
side. It took police from New 
York Emergency Squad 3 more 
than 30 minutes to release him. 

At the hospital, it was found 
that Higgins had had both legs 
broken. In addition, he was 
suffering from severe internal 
injuries.

Higgins frequently are due to 
human moods rather than to 
any failure of mechanical 
equipment. 

Some airlines, on that ac- 
count, try to keep pilots and co- 
pilots from taking off whenever 
they have personal problems 
that are weighing seriously on 
their minds.

boards. You can conduct safety 
contests. You can spend thou- 
sands of dollars trying to make 
your plant as safe as equip- 
ment can make it. And one 
worker, who, because he isn’t 
thoroughly sold on the need for 
safety and consequently ig- 
nores the rules, can ruin that 
no-injury record you’ve cultiv- 
ated so carefully. 

Workers of this type know 
safety. They know the safety 
equipment that’s made avail- 
able to them. They know how 
to carry on their jobs. They 
still haven’t been sold on what 
safety means to them person- 
ally and to their families. 

Frequently, one of the quick- 
est, most effective ways of 
driving home to employees the 
idea that safety is for them is 
to let them promote your pro- 
gram for you. 

This is no new suggestion, of 
course. It’s been tried in many 
different ways in many differ- 
ent plants in many different 
places. It is an important idea, 
nevertheless—the sort of idea 
that often is overlooked simply 
because it’s not always easy to 
put it into practice. 


Pat White 
Of Cadillac 


To get back now to Pat White 
and the Cadillac Motor Car 
Division at Detroit .... 

White is a Cadillac foundry 
worker. He tends a welding 
oven. A few months ago, large- 
ly for his own amusement, he 
started sketching a series of 
cartoons that featured safety— 
cartoons that touched on some 
of the sore spots right in his 
own plant. 

His first drawing was re- 
ceived by fellow employees 
with so much_ enthusiasm, 
when it was posted on a bul- 
letin board, that White was 
asked by management to go 
ahead with his idea. 

The result was the ten car- 
toons reproduced here. They 
were based, as you can see, on 
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the very familiar verse about 
ten little Indian boys. By show- 
ing how each bit of careless- 
ness reduced the number, one 
by one, of plant workers, White 
finally brought his series to 
completion. 

White has had no art train- 
ing whatsoever. (Neither, for 
that matter, has Grandma 
Moses, whose so-called “primi- 
tive” paintings have attracted 
no end of attention in art cir- 
cles during the last few years.) 
The Cadillac foundry is his 
studio. A steel stanchion is his 
easel. A sketch pad and a black 
grease pencil are his tools. 


White’s Work 
Has Been Effective 


White has become as well 
known to Cadillac production 
workers as Al Capp, whose Li’l 
Abner is internationally fam- 
ous. White’s efforts, however, 
have been more rewarding in 
at least one sense than Capp’s 
—he has helped to convince 
other employees that safety 
methods are more than theory, 
that they are actual necessities. 

What Cadillac has done is 
this: it has used Pat White to 
sell its safety program. 

That’s what makes White so 
important to you in your own 
job. You may have no amateur 
artists among the men in your 
plant; but you probably do 
have men, who with a little en- 
couragement, would be glad to 
produce posters or to set up 
displays of safety shoes and 
safety goggles that have pro- 
tected workers from serious in- 
jury. Perhaps there’s an office 
girl who would do it. 

It’s the thinking behind Cad- 
illac’s use of Pat White’s draw- 
ings that really matters, rather 
than the cartoons themselves. 
Contests and appeals for slo- 
gans usually are founded on 
the notion that they attract in- 
terest in safety as a subject: 
Cadillaec’s conception is that 
employees should promote safe- 
ty among other employees. It’s 
the difference between learn- 
ing that two plus two is four 
and learning how to make 
change from a cash register in 
the actual course of daily bus- 
iness. @ e

state law. In many states, the 
insurance covered only the op- 
erations described right in the 
policy or in the endorsements 
to it. 

But no more! The new 
“Standard Provisions” policy 
eventually will make these 
state endorsements unnecessary 
—although in a few states, be- 
cause of peculiar quirks in the 
law, separate endorsements will 
be required for the time being. 


Employers Liability 
Coverage is Broadened 
By Revised Exclusions 


Generally speaking, entering 
the name of each state to which 
the policy will apply is all that 
is necessary. That is, each name 
is typed right on the policy it- 
self, and automatically the in- 
surance is valid in the states so 
named.

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The employers liability cov- 
erage is broad. The policy prom- 
ises to pay “on behalf of the 
insured all sums which the in- 
sured shall become legally obli- 
gated to pay as damages.” 


Some Limitations 


There are, of course, exclu- 
sions and conditions. These all 
are clearly set out in reasonably 
plain terms—as plain as law 
and experience will permit. 

At least one of these exclu- 
sions allows substantially 
broader protection than has 
been obtainable before. It rules 
out insurance for disease claims 
brought under the employers 
liability coverage unless they 
are brought within 36 months 
after the end of the policy 
period. There no longer is any 
requirement that the disease 
must have produced incapacity 
within a year after the policy 
terminated. 


Insurance Practices 
Followed in New Policy 


The language regarding what 
the policy covers has been con- 
siderably simplified: 

“This policy applies only to 
injury (1) by accident occur- 
ring during the policy period, 
or (2) by disease caused or ag- 
gravated by exposure of which 
the last day of the last exposure, 
in the employment of the in- 
sured, to conditions causing the 
disease occurs during the policy 
period.” 

In other words, you have to 
contract your disease in such a 
way that you can prove your 
last exposure to what caused it 
took place while the policy was 
still in force. That follows pret- 
ty well generally accepted prac- 
tice in dealing with compensa- 
tion claims. 

Eventually it won’t be neces- 
sary for any workmen’s com- 
pensation policy issued under 
the new form to include a mul- 
titude of special rating provi- 
sions. The Standard Provisions 
policy replaces these provisions 
with a flat statement that 
makes “manuals in use by the 
company” (i.e., the insurance 
company) and approved by 
state authorities a part of the 
Policy itself. ¢ e

If you have combustible rub- 
bish stacked in yards—with no 
perceptible routine for remov- 
ing it frequently—you'll get a 
black mark opposite your plant 
name. If you burn your own 
rubbish, your incinerator must 
be of an approved type and in 
good repair. 

e If steam pipes are located 
where paint drippings will fall 
on them, that’s bad! There 
should be metal lockers in a 
separate dressing room for em- 
ployees who leave paint-spat- 
tered clothes in the plant over- 
night. 

e Goods must be stored so 
as not to obstruct operation and 
water distribution patterns of 
automatic sprinklers. In addi- 
ion storage areas should be 
marked off with painted “limit 
lines,” and the stock should be 
kept within those lines. 

e All flammable liquids and 


compounds are to be kept in 
metal cabinets. If any great 
quantities are stored, they are 
to go in a special storage room, 
kept apart from all combustible 
materials. 

e Concealed spaces must be 
clean. Include in that “con- 
cealed spaces” such places as 
elevator housings, openings be- 
neath stairways, spaces below 
floors, attics, and closets. The 
fire inspectors will look at 
every one. 

e Aisles should be kept plain- 
ly marked and free of all ob- 
structions. There’s another 
well-known rule that’s often 
violated. But the fact that it is 
often violated doesn’t make the 
fire inspectors approve your 
own violation, if a violation oc- 
curs. 


Tell Management 

About Housekeeping Values 
Granted that nearly all the 

points mentioned here shouid 

be known to anybody who has 

been connected with plant safe- 

ty or housekeeping for more 


than a few weeks—granted 
that. But what may be old hat 
to you may not be quite so old 
to your top management. 

Maybe bringing to manage- 
ment’s attention the fact that 
insurance premium rates, com- 
pensation claims, and fire losses 
usually stand highest in those 
plants with poor housekeeping 
will help you sell your own pro- 
gram. Maybe, too, it will help 
abolish some of those often-hid- 
den hazards for which inspec- 
tors look. e e 





The idea of many safety 
men that the worker is his 
own worst enemy is pretty 
well confirmed by a survey 
taken among employees of 
a big Ohio rubber manu- 
facturer. Free inspection 
service had been offered for 
testing automobile safety. 
After the big drive for in- 
spection was over, only 473 
out of 1,569 cars in the 
company parking lot car- 
ried safety stickers.

Industrial handling and pro- 
cessing of radioactive materials 
can be super-safe, if the exper- 
ience of General Electric Com- 
pany’s Hanford Atomic Prod- 
ucts Operation is to be ac- 
cepted as a standard. 

Hanford, which produces plu- 
tonium for atomic bombs, is 
operated by General Electric 
for the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. G. E. personnel at 
Hanford have now completed 
8,750,000 man-hours without a 
lost-time injury. According to 
Louis E. Newman, manager of 
company health and safety ser- 
vices, this is “the finest safety 
record in General Electric’s 75- 
year history.” 

Newman pointed out that a 
factory employing 100 people 
would have to go 43 years with- 
out a lost-time accident to 
equal the frequency rate so far 


set at Hanford, where there are 
9,000 workers. 

The safety manager attrib- 
uted the G. E. success to three 
basic policies: 

1. Every employee is given 
individual job instructions on 
safety. 

2. Safety rules, once made, 
are strictly enforced. 

3. Each supervisor is held ac- 
countable for the safety of his 
workers. e e

e Special trash cans, de- 
signed by a plant committee, 
were made and distributed 
about the factory. A tall tube 
for receiving butts extended 
from the top of the base con- 
tainer. Cans were painted 
bright yellow, stencilled “cig- 
arette butts,” for easy identifi- 
cation and high visibility. 

e Four thousand ash trays 
were scattered in all areas 


where smoking would be al- 
lowed. 

Once these jobs had been 
completed, an announcement of 
the coming change was publi- 
cized on a plant-wide basis. 

Workers were briefed by 
supervisors, as supervisors had 
been briefed before them. Con- 
vairiety, employees’ magazine, 
carried a front-page feature 
about the new regulations. All 
this was done about a week be- 
fore the change was put into 
effect. 

Housekeeping was given a 
big play during “fire preven- 
tion week” and the instructions 
to employees that followed it. 
It was made clear that, if cigar- 
ette butts began cluttering up 
the plant, smoking privileges 
would be withdrawn.

Reasons Behind Them 


“Some of the rules may ap- 
pear a little strange,” said Rich- 
ard Wilkens, manager of indus- 
trial relations, “but there are 
valid reasons behind them all. 

“For example, the regulation 
that smoking must stop during 
the last half hour of a shift. The 
reason is that we can assume 
that all cigarettes have burned 
themselves out by the time the 
shift leaves the building, if no 
smoking is permitted in those 
final 30 minutes. 

“The rule insures that there 
can be no cigarette-caused fires 
starting up while the plant is 
comparatively unattended. 
That makes sense, doesn’t it?” 

The whole plan has made 
sense to Convair. A few house- 
keeping violations have been 
reported, but were promptly 
corrected when they were 
called to the attention of the 
departments concerned. e e

Particles of mineral dirt in- 
soluble in water are suspended 
in the solution of water and 
cleaner, providing a strong at- 
tractive force for other dirt. 
Bits of soil which dissolve in 
water form a solution, and re- 
main suspended for easy pick- 
up. 

Since in plant operations 
there are many types of mater- 
ials and flooring surfaces to be 
cleaned, the all-purpose advan- 
tages of the neutral chemical 
cleaner are easily apparent. 
Such a cleaner works equally 
well on asphalt or rubber tile, 
linoleum, terrazzo, concrete, 
magnesite, wood, wall tile, and 
porcelain. 


Rapid Action— 
But Is It Dangerous? 

A cleaner that depends chief- 
ly on its penetrative power for 
results may clean rapidly, but 
at the same time may cause 


considerable damage to sur- 
faces such as asphalt tile, linol- 
eum, and paint. 

This type of cleaner (a syn- 
thetic detergent) penetrates 
under the soil on the floor or 
wall surface and allows the 
water to wash away the dirt. 
Unfortunately, the action is not 
always confined to the soil. 

When a synthetic detergent 
comes in contact with the skin, 
it penetrates the layer of oil 
and, when it dries, sometimes 
makes the skin crack painfully.

Sulphonated alcohol (one of 
the principal ingredients of any 
synthetic detergent) was added 
to a basin of water in which a 
duck was swimming.

What 
caused it? The sulphonated al- 
cohol had removed the duck’s 
layer of oil. 

What’s more, when these ac- 
tive wetting agents are used 
on either wood or resilient 


floors, they penetrate the pores 
of the material. This causes 
loss of resin from wood, loss of 
plasticizers from resilient tiles, 
or loss of oil from linoleum and 
floor finishes.

The resilient type of flooring 
may dry out and crack due to 
loss of the oils that keep it 
flexible.

properties. But the penetrating 
action is controlled. 

Instead of getting under soil 
by deep penetration into the 
pores of flooring materials, the 
neutral chemical cleaner dis- 
solves, emulsifies, loosens, and 
suspends the dirt, floating it to 
the surface for easy removal. 
Mechanical scrubbing by ex- 
pensive labor is eliminated. 


Sudsing Cleaners 
Pose Rinsing Problem 


A cleaner that depends on 
sudsing action alone for its re- 
sults is hard to rinse. It leaves 
a heavy scum on the floor that 
makes thorough cleaning pro- 
gressively harder. This scum 
can become slippery and be a 
physical hazard to workers. 
And the scum can penetrate 
gradually into the flooring, 
causing early deterioration.

Soap is made by mixing vege- 
table oil and alkali. Soap clean- 
ers, consequently, that have an 
excess of alkali literally make 
soap out of a vital part of the 
resilient flooring itself.

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types of porous flooring set up 
a crystalline expansion. This 
makes the flooring surface 
break and crumble. Neutral 
chemical cleaners leave the 
same kind of flooring smooth 
and firm. 


The pH Factor 


A so-called pH factor, sug- 
gested by a scientist named 
Sorensen, has been widely ad- 
opted. Called the “Sorensen 
scale,” it is used to indicate the 
comparative acid and alkaline 
strengths of cleaners. A pH 
factor of 7.0 is considered neu- 
tral. 

This makes the definition of 
a neutral cleaner a little diffi- 
cult. The cleaner could be one 
with neither free alkali nor free 
acid. But it could be something 
else. 

A soap, for example, that con- 
tained alkali and a fatty acid 
in such proportions as to bal- 
ance one another would be a 
neutral soap. Yet the pH fac- 
tor might vary from 9.5 to 11.5, 
depending on the kind of alkali 
and the kind of fatty acid used. 


Fortunately, scientific mea- 
surements like those involved 
in the pH factor are unimport- 
ant from the point of view of 
the man who has to keep a 
plant clean. 

The easiest and the best way 
to determine the safety and ef- 
ficiency of a cleaner, is to buy 
a reputable product from a rep- 
utable manufacturer who guar- 
antees uniformity in his brand- 
ed merchandise. The label 
“neutral” on such a_ product 
means exactly what it says. 


Builders May 
Decrease Quality 


“Builders” often are added to 
soap to improve its quality, but 
their chief purpose is to slash 
manufacturing costs. For ex- 
ample: 

e They may be used to thick- 
en soap, so as to give it the 
appearance of solidity. A prod- 
uct consisting of 10% soap in 
this way can be made to look 
like 40% soap. The customer is 
led to believe he is getting 
more for his money than he is. 

e They may act as agents to 


increase low cleaning power re- 
sulting from cheap oils or from 
low soap content in the cleaner. 

e They may be used to boost 
sudsing of low-grade soaps. 

e They may be _ coloring 
agents to provide more “eye 
appeal” and cover up the dark 
appearance of cheap oils. 

e They may mask bad odors 
from cheap oils. 

e They may work as water 
softeners. 

e They may help hide im- 
proper manufacturing methods. 

In other words, some clean- 
ers are so low in actual clean- 
ing qualities that they aren’t 
dependable when diluted. 

A good neutral chemical 
cleaner, however, may success- 
fully be diluted for heavy soil, 
medium soil, or light soil loads. 

Neutral chemical cleaners 
have another big advantage: 
the labor-saving they provide 
may amount to as much as 50° 
of the time required by other 
types of cleaners. 

Cleaning costs have increased 
as much as 78%, according to 
national averages, over the last

Obviously, then, the 
neutral chemical cleaners can 
play an important role in cut- 
ting expenses for budget-con- 
scious firms. 


Three Thorough 
Comparisons Made 


The management of a large 
nationally-known building in 
Pittsburgh tested 66 different 
cleaners, including soaps, neu- 
tral chemical cleaners, and de- 
tergents. These products were 
given numbers and were tested 
unlabeled. 

The result: a high-quality 
neutral chemical cleaner was 
found to be best of all those 
products tested. It was non-in- 
jurious to floor surfaces, pro- 
vided safe footing (thanks to 
lack of any floor surface scum), 
carried unusually efficient san- 
itary action, and still had a low 
cost. 

A survey taken by an unbi- 
ased research organization in- 
dicated that a good neutral 
chemical cleaner: 

e Cut maintenance costs for 
linoleum floors by 44.8%. 


e Thoroughly cleaned floors 
when other cleaning materials 
failed. 

e Saved $5,954 a year in floor 
maintenance (an 80% reduc- 
tion) in one building checked. 

e Provided a greater amount 
of reflected light from flooring, 
thus making for greater safety. 

Somewhat similarly, a Bara- 
boo, Wisconsin, building tested 
several types of cleaners and 
compared results. 

It found that the neutral 
chemical cleaner was “best for 
sanitary maintenance in all 
these respects: (1) labor-sav- 
ing; (2) protection of surfaces 
to retard obsolescence and de- 
preciation; (3) workers’ safe- 
ty.” 

Whatever your own plant 
floor-cleaning needs may be, it 
certainly will be worth your 
while to keep the neutral chem- 
ical cleaners in mind. e e
